Washington, D. C April 20. A
special committee of the honse
neadea oy representative (faraway.
Democrat of Arkansas, recommended
today that the house refuse to ac-
cept a report from postmaster gen-
eral Burleson on the amount of
printed matter sent to soldiers by the
committee on public information be-
cause it contained a statement by
George Creel, chairman of the com-
mittee on public information, char-
acterized as "impertinent" and "not
respectful

The report was made in response to
s resolution offered by representa-
tive Treadway, Republican, of Mass-
achusetts whc charged that CreeFs
committee was sending "tons of lit-
erature to the soldiers which was
not wanted.

Mr. Burieson'e reply contained a
statement from Cre-- l declaring the
"baselessness" of Mr. Treadway's
charges could have been ascertained
by a telephone inquiry.
